THE ESTIMATES. 



It ■Vi'as tho policy of the Government 
which immediately preceded tho pres- 
ent, Ministry to a])portion tho expendi- 
ture of the public monies so that the 
districts that sent members to oppose 
the Government should be treated in 
the same generous spirit as those that 
elected members to support it Every 
district was treated alike;' no partiality 
was shown — the only point that mov- 
ed tho Goveinment in its expenditure 
being the public needs. That was a con- 
sticutional Government, and it recog- 
nized the constitutional right of a 
■^j J . ic'onatituenoy, to, exercise freely theelec- 
•tive'frj^ being subjected 

to* "executive bribery or dragooning. 
The first Walkem Government, how- 
ever, systematically starved districts 
that elected Opposition members, and 
pampered those that supported the 
Government. In proof of this it will 
he only" ii'ecessary to recite three in- 
stances: Nanaimo was represented by 
the leader of the then Opposition, an 
able and earnest man, and to such an 
extent was the oppression of tho Gov- 
ernment carried that in preparing the 
speciticationsKfor-a'A^ to be 

buil£ in' the Bwn."of Naiiairao it was 
expressly stipulated that the lumber 
sawn at the Nanaimo mill should not 
be used 1 Could oppression be further 
- carried? Yos, a good deal further. 
- Listen to a "plain, unvarnished tale" 
f rom:£Vrictoria rDistrictjVwhioh vwas rep- 
resented at the same time' by two mem- 
bers who opposed the "NValkeu Gov- 
ernment. Three years of neglect liad 
caused tho roiids and bridges left in 
perfect order by ilr. Peause to fall 
into a state of dangerous decgy. A 
.) deputation of farmers from Saanich 
' waited on tho then Chief Commissioner 
of Lauds and Works and told him that 
their lives and those of their families 
■ were in peril from the condition of 
a certain bridge and that the roads 
were so bad they could not bring their 
produce to market. The reply was 
ready : "How can you expect us to 
;,.^Mke9p;?^.-ry and bridges in 

1 order if you.-send inortbers in to ojjpose 
' us 1" That district had only §136 ex- 
pended in it that year, as a punish- 
ment for its independence. Take, 
lastly, the case of Yale. That district 
was represented by throe members, two 
of whom were in opposition. Through 
the district runs the chief road, the 
main artery, so tospeak, of the Province. 
As a puni-shment to Yale for sending 
two-thirds of its members to oppose tho 
Government the road was allowed to 
sink into ruin, and when the merchants 
; and teamstnrs telegi-aphed to the 
-J;;;;Goverriment that their lives and 
V ■ property were endangered by the state 

■ ■'■oftheroad, the answer came pat enough, 

"My information isdiflercntfromyours." 
The I'oad was not repaired, and within 
one week after tho reply of the Govern- 
ment was received at Yale a section of 
the • road gave way carrying with it 
§15,000 ^yorth of property^-; These are 
but three instances. ' " We might give 
adozen or two more; but they will suf- 
fice to show, when read in connection 
with tho estimates now before the 
country , to what the policy of the G o vern- 
ment tends, and how they would if 
they could — and dared — whip the elec- 
toi'B into a state of cringingsubmission. 
: jForturiately the men in tho districts 
••'•'*''^iare'niade'of good stuff, and will not 
tamely consent to become "hewers of 
wood and drawers of water unto all 
the congregation," without a manly de- 
mo'nstratioii of resistance. They will 
■ "'not be found bartering their independ- 
ence for the sake of the expenditure at 
.. their own doors of a few extra dollars 
ur.':»unju8tly withheld from other districts. 

■ v"^ The estimate of expenditure is car- 

ried forward to the 30th of Juno from 
the 14th of Januaiy of tho present 
. y.ea.r— covering a period of 18 months, 
figum-: show; thaViut^th^ of 
^"'■'tKat ■ tinie'there wiU-'be't a •deficit of 
$23,000; but (as we pointed out yes- 
terday) no dala are produced to ex- 
hibit the accual or approximate revenue 
for the last year. It would seem, 
therefore, that the estimate of revenue 
is haphazard; and as the anticipated 
revenue for road tolls is set down at 
,' : rS3O,0G0-— a sum in excess of what it is 
'- • likely to produce under the most favor- 
, /able: circumstances-— Ave. think it will 
^ ■'• b^'^fourid that the figures are the result 
of guess-work on the part of a Finance 
Minister who is po.s.se.ssed of a some- 
wliat exuberant imagination. A de- 
ficit ia certainly to be deplored. Ever 
since the Walkem Government from 
.:*^^87Siol875 "sowed money broadcast" 
y '^(the Province has annually reaped a 
short financial crop. There has been 
and still is a constant efi'ort made to 
draw tho two ends of the financial belt 
together, and as constant a tendency of 
the ends to avoid a close contact. 
Hence tho effort "to make both ends 
meet" is an Herculean one which it 
would seem is beyond the strength or 
ability of the Government to effect. 
In the anticipated revenue column we 
find that the deficit is due to the abro- 
gation of taxation in municipalities for 
Provincial purposes. We were at first 
puzzled to know how it was designed 
^fi^to make up the deificiency. The follow- 
.ing paragraph from the Government 
organ's editorial of j'esterday shows 
that either a loan or an additional tux 
is contemplated : 

'!To meet theso liabilities without hav- 
ing to incur the certainty of a deficit, 
some provision will have to bo made, but 
the intention of tho Government in this 
respect has not transpired. "■ 

This from the organ of a Govern- 
ment that promised togovern the coun- 
try without imposing any taxation 
whatever is~rather cool. This entire 
amount a.sked for ' roads, streets and 
: ...'bridges for 18 miouths is - §110,000, a 
. sum that will-be inlidequate to restore 
the roads' and bridges the present Gov- 



ernment have allov.-ed to fall into ruin, 
and about .§40,000 less than the pre- 
vious Government set apart for the 
same purpose. Economy is commend- 
able; but true economy, like charity, 
should begin at home. It would bo 
plea.sant to know that while the Gov- 
ernment ask tho House to screw $40 
a month from teachers' salaries that 
they had asked, that august body to sa- 
crifice a portion of their sessional al- 
lowance and mileage. Dui'ing the past 
year there have been hold three ses- 
sions by the Local Parliament, and the 
members have drawn from tho public 
chest sums ranging, from $1200 to 
$24,000. It pays some of these men 
handsomely to keep the country in a 
state of political disquietude and un- 
certainty. A new session every month 
in the year would enable them to eat 
the bread of idleness at high salaries. 
Ask one of these gentiy who aro anx- 
ious to cut down the,;Balariea| of teach- 
ers to sacrifice a modicum ' of his ses- 
sional allowance, and he would bo 
ready to jump down tho public throat 
with indignation. Tho fact of tho 
matter is the members should bo con- 
tent without any allowance at all for 
the currentisessibn. They should make 
a liberal discount by regarding the 
"job" as a wholesale transaction, and 
rest content with the .sums alreadypaid 
them for tho remainder of the year. 
The interest and sinking fund accounts 
(which are almost entirely duo to the 
extravagance of tho present Govern- 
ment when they formerly held office,) 
amount to §142,277. $74,G73 is ask- 
ed for education (a slight increase.) 
Under this heading it would be well to 
ask the Government if thoy endorse 
the anti-freescliool opinions of the new 
Superintendent; and also whetherthey 
intend to continue in office a gentleman 
who has shown by his oflicial report 
that he is neither ft bnliever in nor up- 
holder of the institutions he was ap- 
pointed to conserve and protect 1 . Offi- 
cial salai'ies will amount to §117,000 — 
a .sum nearly !J7000 in excess of the 
amount asked for roads, streets and 
bridges! This large appropriation, it 
must be remembered, does not iricTude 
teachers' salaries, which are grouped 
under the educational head. Legisla- 
tion will cost 828,500, and .should there 
be an e.xtra session (which is by no 
means improbable) about §40,000 in 
all for legislative purposes will be ne- 
cessary. 

On .tho.! whole, the outlook is discour- 
aging. 'It is plainly noticeable that the 
revenue is rapidly shrinking (tliat from 
Cauadu being §20,000 less per annum 
than at the time of Confederation), and 
that the expenditure in mtoy iniitaflces 
is increasing — the most .sefibus feature 
being the inordinate cost of legislation, 
the oflbrts of the existing Government 
being apparently directed towards keep- 
ing their supporters almost constantl}' 
in receipt of governmental paj'.

Tho Speaker took tho chair at 2.10 p.m. 

.SnPFLY. 

Hon. ih: Beaven, in moving that tlio 
House go into Committee of Supply, ro- 
yiewe J the financial condition of tho coun- 
■/ tay^ coninienoing with tho estimates of 
last session, when tho Government had 

• been obliged to ask tlio House to assist 
them and bring tho financial condition of 
■the Province into a more healthy state. 
This, he considered, had been done and 
ho was happy to say that tho consoquonco 
was that during the year thero would only 
bo an oxoess of expenditure over revenue 

/pf 'sonietldrigliKo'Sa2;000. There was a 
great difTerence in tho estimates of 1879 
' ' and 1878 in the way of salaries and yet 
the salaries were only .•>, little less than in 
,; 1873. This year tliero would bo a largo 
^ saving under this one head, wliich could 
• be expended on public works. Ho con- 
sidered this a step^irtitKo, right ; direction. 
" The expenditure throughout' hiid been 

• kept as nearly tva possible within tho rev- 
enue and this was owing to the fact that 

..tho Government had saved on public 
works. The funded debt aipounts to 
about §840,000. He was satisfied that 
.mth.patience and pursuance of the pres- 
ent •vpolioy the finances Jof- "the '^country 
wouWaoorf be placed in a' healthier con- 
dition. 

. Mr, Smithe said in rising to nddi-e.-js the 
/■House in reply, if reply it could be called, 
when there was nothing to reply to, he 
w:o"uld first of all compliment the Minister 

^i"' of,Einanoe, and he could , do it heartily, 
on the veiy temperato niaiiner |m ;;whioh 
\ ho had made his financial statement^ He 
had not gone out of his way to distort 
matters so as to miiko them reflect upon 
his predecessors in office, and that being 

v'. the case he (Mr. S.) would sliow that 
moderation would liavo its legitimate 
offect on his side of tho House and that 
the Opposition were prepared to discuss 
the estimates without harshness. (Hear, 
hear.) Tlie hon. gontloman (Mr. Beaven) 
had referred to his (Mr. S.'s) speech last 
session when ho stated that tlie retrencli- 
. ment policy then begun would be, he 
• feared, of short duration. It was triio 

.i- that he had predicted, as probable, a re- 

" turn to tho "sow money broadcast policy" 
of a former Walkem Government, and ho 
would say now, that he was glad that so 
far the present Government had kept 
pretty well out of their old tracks in that 
respect. He would say, however, that ho 
Btill thought ho was justified in the re- 
marks he then made, heeauao he had 
heard that policy defended by hon. gen- 
tlemen opposite, dud its results represent- 
ed by them as beneficial to the country. 
That being the case it was only natui-al 

■ • ■ that he should not be quite prepared for 

a genuine .adoption on their part of a 
policy exactly the reverse. (Hear, hoar.) 
He was in no wise disposed to opposo 

.. them in any true retrenclimont, nor was 
it the desire of his friends so to do. Rc- 
trerichmonfc and a fcoiia fide endeavor to 

- hiaka' revenue' and- expenditure balance 
each other, men of all Shades of political 
opinion must endorse, There could bo no 
difference of opinion as to the necessity 
for retrenchment and economy, whatever 
there might be, as to tho manner of accom- 
pUdiing U. Ho had, when Minister of 

'.. f'iiiance'fhiiitiself, expressed the opinion 

.f'tKat it was 'the duty of every Government 
to do its utmost in that respect and he 
believed tho only dilTercnco between the 
late and present Governments on tliat 
head was, that tho first had done it by 

. degrees, while the present did it suddenly, 

■ and although by 80 doing they had oreat- 
' ed a shock atjjbneXtime'JfieJiiua^d^^^ 

"ouB injury that could not b'e'ifomoded had 
been the result. Ho noticed certain sums 
"" had been placed upon the estimates for 
roads,' streets and bridges, and if he had not 
Been that some districts had not been 
fairljr dealt with as compared with others 



he would have let the items pass without 
comment. He could not, however, shut 
his eyes to.the faqt that districts sending 
representatives who- were not "in, accord 
with the Government had been markedly 
left out in tho cold in the matter of ap- 
propriation for roads, and that districts 
which sent members to support the Gov- 
ernment had got comfortable amounts, 
amounts too of a uniformity strikingly m 
contrast to the dissimilarity of tho dis- 
tricts, both as to area and requirement. 
He noticed Victoria city stood first on tho 
list for g4,500, and as it was a departure 
from the custom of years to vote any- 
thing for the city, he had expected Mr. 
Beaven to say something in explanation 
of it. He had not done so and he (Mr. 
S.) must nay that in view, of the Victori- 
ans liaving boon relieved of tho real es- 
tate tax tliis year, and in view of the 
wretched condition of the roads in his 
own and other districts which .wore to got 
almost notliing, he thought the item 
would bo hard to justify. In tho first 
year after confederation Victoria had been 
voted ?7,()00«:^Atj<tot,tito>;ahe^^ 
buted to the Provincial Treasury a con- 
siderable revenue, which was subsequent- 
ly turned over to tho city on the express 
condition that tlie city would thereafter 
make and maintain its own streets with- 
out Provincial aid. Sinco that time there 
had never been anything voted for Vic- 
tria streets and bridges 1. until now. Vic- 
toria district, othonviso Known as Saanich, 
was down for ?4,500, and Esquimalt fol- 
lowed suit with S;4,500 also. In addition 
to tlicse two sums there wore two amounts 
of S3, COO and $900 to bo expended in 
those districts for bridges and a wliarf. 
Ho would noc bt; understood as begrudg- 
ing these amountstd Saanioh; on the con- 
trary he thought the Chief Commissioner 
of Lands and Works would find them all 
too small to accompliali all that was need- 
ful in tho way of repairs to roads tliero, 
but ho did think ho had cau.so to com- 
plain of only §2,000 being put down for 
Cowichan and Salt Spring Island wlicn it 
was remembered that . Esquimalt and 
Saanich districts together were hot nearly 
so largo as Cowichan, and that thoy did 
not have so many miles of road to keep 
up as Cowichan had. Ho would not have 
complained of only §2,000 being put down 
for his district if the Government could 
have shown it was all they could do, and 
that other districts had been placed on the 
same footing, but ho did think it unfair 
in the higlicst degree that districts should 
be rewarded or punished according to tlio 
color of their politics. Ho was afraid that 
some of the members on the other sido of 
the House did not appreciate the agricul- 
tural constituencies at tlieir proper value 
to the country, nor did thoy appreciate tho 
importance of good roads in tho 
farming districts. (Hear, hear.) If 
by rsason of bad roads a farmer 
could only take half or quarter 
loads to market ifc very much increased 
his expenses arid diminished his jirofits, 
besides making it more difficult for him to 
compete on fair terms in the produce mar- 
ket. This should bo borne in mind, and 
the Government do all in its power to 
make good roads, but it should not bo 
done in the partial way ho was sorry to 
observe had' been done.- •; Fancy New 
Westminster District, with its great agri- 
cultural resources, from which so much is 
expected in tho future, but whose possi- 
bilities depend so much on good reads be- 
ing made — having §3,500 only, while 
Kootenay, with nothing but its mines, 
and those at present giving employment 
to a more Handful; of men, is down for 
^,700:' ' Gentlemen opposite speak of 
Kootenay as both an agricultural and 
p-astoral country, he would simply quote 
from the returns to show that as tho total 
real estate tax paid there was §9 and the 
total personal property tax §39, and that 
this included all farming implements and 
machinery, and all cattlo^as well as' the 
goods of all traders there— it would be 
readily seen what a very extensive pastor- 
al and agricultural industry was carried 
on in Kootenay. The fact was tho total 
taxes paid by the people of Kootenay 
from all sources were not sufficient, by 
several hundred dollars, to pay the year's 
salai-y of tho loustabla stationed 'thero, to 
say nothing of other expenses, including 
the sessional allowance and mileage of its 
two members which last year was §3,200, 
and xiow $n,yOO is put down for roads 
there, wWlo Comox has §1500 and Cow- 
ichan §2000 only. Tlie hon. gontloman 
tlien referred to tho Districts of Lillooet, 
Yale and Cariboo, showing that tho ap- 
projiriations had not been made on an 
equitable basis. Ho observed that Vic- 
toria was tho only place for wliich there 
was a municipal vote The usual munici- 
p^tiea had all been left out in the cold. 
He referred to the way districts had been 
induced to form themselves into munici- 
palities and he thouglit it was not dealing 
fairly by them now to throw them entirely 
on their own resources, when it was always 
understood they should have the same as- 
sistance for their roads that districts which 
were; noi iniiorppiated might ge^; ' < (Hea^ 
hear). The Government and ' a commit- 
too of the House had declared in favor of 
incorporating all the districts of the lower 
oounti-j'; but ho thought districts not now 
incorporated would not care to bo made 
municipalities when they saw they were 
better done by as they were. (Hoar.) It 
was practically, offering a premium to dis- 
tricts to remain unincorporated. Hear, 
hear.) He thought all districts munici- 
pal or otherwise should be phicod on tho 
same footing. Witli regard to the capi- 
talization of tlie subsidy the Minister of 
Finance had spoken of he would say that 
he quite agreed as to the expense of get- 
ting money in the English market and tho 
advantage of getting it for 5 per cent, in- 
stead of giving percent, for interest and 
2 per cent for sinking fund, etc. But 
where hon.. gentlemen on his sido of tho 
House differed froni hon. gentlemen op- 
posite was in that, having extensive 
claims against Canada nn account of their 
delinquencies in tho matter of Railway 
construction, it was not good policy to ask 
favors at their hands, inasmuch as they 
would bo sure to put excessive value on 
that favor, and hold it as a set off against 
our claims upon them for adequate com- 
pensation on railway account. (Hear, 
hear). Ha again congratulated the Min- 
ister of Finance on submitting estimates 
which showed the debit only few thousand 
dollars in excess of tho credit sido of tho 
account. (Hear, hear.) 

The motion .to go into committee of 
supply^3m]tlwn(^^ied:;^3^ . 

On mo'tion 'that Mr.' Speaker do leave 
the chair, 

Mr. Smithe said ho did not fool well 
enough to take the floor again, and 
ho did not wish to sacrifice the privilege 
to review the general policy of the Gov- 
ernment which the motion afforded, he 
would therefore ask that the House go at 
once into committee, pass one item and 
report without proceeding further to-day. 
Ho could then take another occasion of 
Mr. Speaker ^leaving the chair to address 
the House. • - 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said he had lost his 
opportunity of replying to the leader of 
the Opposition on tho former question, 
but would now speak briefly. Ho was 
sorry tho hon. gentleman was ill, and of 
courao the Government would not object 



to postpone the estimates to accomni.odato 
him. Judging from tho way the esti- 
mates had been treated by the hon. gen- 
tleman proved that they were exceedmg- 
ly satisfactory to tho other aide. They 
had been dealt most temperately with, 
but ho would wish hon. gentlemen to dis- 
abuse their minds of tho fact that bo- 
cause tho Government spend §20,000 in a 
district one year that it was no reason 
why it should be done every year. The 
estimates had given the Government tho 
greatest trouble and anxiety, for it 'was 
almost impossible in many instances to as- 
certain what monies would be wanted for 
public works, etc. No district had been 
treated harsely and as very large sums 
had been expended in New Westminster, 
he did not think they should grumble and 
expect more and more every year. He 
said it was impossible for a Government 
to please everyone, though he must say 
that the Elliott Government were as near 
perfection in that respect as any Govern- 
ment could be. 

The House then wont into committee 
of supply with Mr. Galbraith in tho chair. 

Vote No. 1, §72,710.08 for interest, 
was passed, and the committee ^ rose and 
reported. 

Committee to sit again on Monday.

Tho House then went into coinmiteo of 
ways and means, and §72,717.03 was or- 
dered to bo granted to Her Majesty out 
of tho revenue for interest.

CKMr.TKUV BILL. 

Mr. Evans, in moving the second read- 
ing of this bill said it wa.s to enable per- 
sons to acquire Lind.s for fomctorios ami 
to regulate all matters connected with 
them by forming themselves into com- 
panies.' Similar laws, he said, wero in 
force in tho East and ho thought it v.ould 
be well if they wore introduced in this 
Province. The bill would be general for 
the whole I'l-ovinco and not for any, dis- 
t.victa in particular a;; would bo the paso 
in a bill now on the notices. 

The Bill was then read a' second time 
and committed, with Mr. Pimbury in tlio 
Chair.

jnssiNQ dlspatch; 

Mr. Ash presented the following report 
from tho Committee appointed to inquire 
into tlie circumstances connected with the 
suppression of an Ottawa dispatch dated 
13th June, 1870, on the railway ques- 
tion : — 

Your Committoo report that they have 
obtained tho evidence of every person re- 
sident in the City of Victoria, whom thoy 
considered likely to be ablo to afford in- 
formation on the subject of the enquiry. 
That they telegraphed through Mr.
